A RARE ANIMAL. 
. —__-— 


A LIVE OKAPI IN EUROPE, 


The Antwerp correspondent of 
the African World states that, 
amongst a great collection of wild 
animals just brought by Dr. 
Lebrum from.the Congo for the 
depleted Zoological Gardens, is a 
live Okapi in fine condition, the 
gift of Mme. Landaghen, who 
reared it. It is: the first live 
Okapi brought to Europe. . .. 

It has been known for: some 
time that Mme. Landaghem, 
whose husbahd is in the Congo 
Medical Service, has had « young 
okapi in her possesion for nearly 
threa years, at her husband’s 
quarters, several hundred miles 
above Boma, on the Congo. Photo- 
grap4s received in Europe show- 
ed the young animal feeding’ out 
of the hand of its owner. The 
Zoological Society of London had 
arranged to purchase this animal 
for a large sum of money, and 


has been expecting daily to hear 


of its arrival at Falmouth. Not- 
withstanding the disappointment 
to the London Society, in whose 
scientific proceedings the okapi 
was first named, figured, and.

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| THE IRISH PROBLEY. 


Writers generally and the great majcrity of the public must be 
getting well-nigh tired of writing. and reading.about Home Rule. 
Tt's been a political wrangle for as long as most living people have 
understood politics, and it has grown co be very stale and wearrying. 
In its name, too, there have been precipitated many.a regretted crisis, 
and it's time the whole thing was finished with. One can have too 
jmuch of a good thing, and we have had too much of Home Rule, 
which. is not, in its present stage, by any means good. It's about as 
bad a thing as British politics could be encumbered with; it's dis- 
tracting and worrying, and causing 2 good deal of bitterness. And 

* Just now, when bitterness ix the last thing wanted, there’s going» to 
be another Home Rule crisis, unless the very thing happens that has 
always failed to happen so far—compromise. We hesitate to dabble 
once more in the pros and cons of the question, but, although stale, 
the matter is important, and it would be just as wellto say what 
wea have ta say about it. 

The present crisis arises by reason of the discovery 
py Jew officers of the Crown that under the Suspensory 

“Act the Home’ Rule Act operates automatically on the 
day the last belligerent signs the Peace Treaty, and not. 
as was generally assumed, six’ months later. We welcome ‘the 
discovery, hoping that at longlast Home Rule will be wiped off the 
list of contemporary contentions. It will be recalled that in 19142 
Home Rule Bill became an Act. It had passed the Commons in 
three successive occasions; was twice rejected by the House of 

» Lords, but under the Parliament Act accepted the third time: and 
received the Royal Assent on September 18. But the Act was not 
eeceptable to Ulster, and an amending Bill—making provision for 
the exclusion for six years of.such Ulster counties as.so decided by 
ballot—was introduced into the House of Lords. With considerable 
amendments it was passed, and was about to be introduced into the 

Commons when war broke out, The need for a political truce 
became imperative, and so a Suspensory Act was passed in Septem- 
ber, suspending the coming into operation of the Home Rule Act 
fortwelve months, or “if the European War is not then terminated 
until such further date, not later than the date of the termination 

-of the war, as may -be fixed by Order in Council.” 
We have quoted the actual’wording, because it is on that that 
the law officers have now pronounced. But whilst that Suspensory 
Act was passed, a. solemn pledge was given by Mr, Asquith that the’ 
Government would never countenance or cénsider the coercion of 
Ulster. .From this brief summary the. resent position can be 
seanned. There is a Home Rule Act which will soon be operative, 
and there is a pledge tobe redeemed to Ulster, for the amending 
Bills to satiefy her demands were never passed. In, obedience to 
that pledge the Government is now compelled to formulate and 
pass its amendments, and Reuter has told us that tha Cabinet has 
heen discussing a Special Committze’s report which gives a wide 
measure of Home Rule, excluding those counties where Ulstermen 
predominate, and including proportions] representation, and a 
Senate designed to protect Protestants outside Ulster. And soit is 
that another-attempt is going tobe made. Nomatterto which side 
a person's judgment makes him lean, he can scarce do else than 
hope that this attempt will succeed. ' 

»One has only to reflect on ‘what has happened in Ireland to see 
the dire necessity there is for settlement. Theextremist sections in 
the South have gone far in showing their impatience at delay. Years 
of petty resentment bad a disastrous culmination during Easter week 
in 1916, when Sinn Fein broke cut in revolution; and ever since, 
Ireland has practically been governed by wilitary. It was stated 
recently that there are more soldiers in Ireland than there are in 
the Rhine army of cecupation. Sinn Feiners have won several 
elections and the victors have refused to attend at Westminster 
or to take the oath.” In the north the Ulster Covenanters are armed 
and ara sworn to secure the exclusion of Ulster. The cause 

- of the South is “strongly espoused in America and in all 
the British Dominions, and the Imperial) Parliament is not a 
jittle discredited in consequence of its procrastination on this 
subject. News comes through now and again of fresh disorders in the. 
“South and West, and, although Reuter is generally silent on these, 
- there is sufficient in the Home papers to show that, unless some- 
thing is done soon, a break-out similar to 1916 would hardly 
surprise: As all government must be by majorities, our own 
-gympathies are with the South, for had it not been for the unlawful 
defiance of Ulster in 1914 the Home Rule Act would have been 
operative long-ago.

PURE’ FOOD. 


It would be interesting to know 
theexact arrangements which are 
in foree locally for the examina- 
tion of eatables and. drinkab'es 
under the Sale of Food and Drugs 
Ordinance. The return for the 
quarter ended last month shows 
that caly one sample—in -this 
case, milk—was analysed. That 
does-not appear to reflect any 
abnormal activity on the part of 
those whose duty it is to protect 
the public. from unwholesome 
comestibles. At Home, even in 
the smallest towns, far more 


samples than this are taken in| 


the course of a three months, 
whilst prosecutions for the sale of 
adulterated articles aredecidedly 
more frequent than they are here. 
One would have thought that the 
balance should be on the other 
side, for the simple reason that 
there must be far more adultera- 
tion.and contamination of food- 
stuffs here than in most towns at 
Home. The recent outbreak of 
cholera and enteritis has been 
attributed in some quarters to the 
fact that so much unwholesome 
food is sold in Hongkong. . If & 
well-planned pure-food campaign 
were to be started ‘here: and kept 
up, there would be work for two 
or three men who could be wholly 
employed in the task of gathering 
samples and getting them 
analysed. For the safeguarding 
of public health it would be well 
if this matter could.bo seriously 
looked into... At any rate, a 
question or two addressed to the 
Government on the ‘subject 
would not be amiss,

On 22nd July last, the Peking 
was ‘in -Hongkong,. and after 
loading some cargo for Kobe, she 
sailed on the evening of the 26th 
July last for SHanghai and Kobe 
to’disoharge her cargo. After- 
wards she proceeded from Japan 
to Dalny to load a cargo of beans

DEVELOPING BUENOS AYR ES. 
Government management has 
evidently not been a success in 
the case of the working-of the 
port of Buenos Ayres, which, 
according to the Argentine 
journal, Nacigetion, is now let to 
a concessionaire company. The 
direction of the port has so far 
been in the hands of the State, 
with, it is alleged, deplorable 
results, particularly from a 
financial point of view. The new 
proprietors will pay to the 
Argentine Governinent a rent of 
2 cents per ton shipped or dis- 
charged. The proceeds of this 
tax is to be paid. to the extent» of 
500,000 dollars, into a compen- 
satian fund for losses sustained 
by the State in the exploitation 
of the port. 

STEAMER ON FIRE AT 
SHANGHAL , 

| A somewhat serious outbreak 
of fire occurred a few days ago 
on board the Bank Line steamer 
Mineric. at Shanghai. recently 
arrived from New York with 
some 7,000 tons of cargo. and 
lying alongside the Shanghai- 
Hongkew Wharf, Pootung. The 
outbreak, attributed to  sponr- 
aneous combus:ion, originated in 
the forward coal bunker. and the, 
great heat cenerated was convey- 
ed through the iron bulkside, 
which became red hot to cargo in, 
the No. 2 hold. where same tons 
of tobacco, machinery and rail- 
way material for the F.M.S.. and 
kegs of nails were stored. The 
upper decxs had been cleared of 
their cargo. ‘After several hours’ 
hard work the flames were got 
under contro:. and the Brigade 
was able to leave about 6 p.m. 
The damage done cannot yet be 
estimated, but is considerable. 

A UNIQUE SHIP. 

Mail ddvices. from Prince 
Rupert B.C., give further particu- 
lars relating to the forthcoming 
launch of a ship unique in mari- 
time history. This vessel]. when 
launched will sail for a British 
Port viathe Panama Canal. It 
will be build solidly of 2.000,000 
feet of British Colurabia lumber, 
and will sail for England under 
its own power. By reducing 
transportation costs and antoma- 
tically solving the tonnage pro- 
blem, this is expected to revolu- 
tlonise the overseas lumber 
trade and increase British Colum- 
rbia’s «lumber export speedily 
togigantic proportions. The Brit- 
ish Timber Controller has already 
ordered the ship constructed. The 
timber, of which it will be formed; 


.Jwas cut in the vast forests of 


central British Columbia along 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway,: 
‘and isin course of shipment to 
the coast. The method of con- 
structing the vessel will be simple. 
‘} Blocks will be’ laid for the keel 
{and fore and aft, and cross timbers 
will then: be»placed in position. 
When sufficient timber has thus 
been put together. in regular 
shipbuilding style, to - ensure 
buoyancy, the embryonic vessel 
will be launched. Donkey engines 
on board will hoist the lumber 
into place. The planks. will be 
so adjusted as ta form 
rounded bows. and = stern 
‘lfor a ship of solid lumber. which 
will ride low in-the water. The 
.vessel will be fitted with rive 
masts with great. fore and aft 
schooner sails and auxiliary 
engines which will enable it to 
travel at ‘fair speed in calm 
weather. When the ship arrives 
at port in England, the fastenings 
which hold the lumber in place 
will’ -be released, leaving. the J. 
lumber, now loose planks again, 
ready for iramediate distribution. 
The unloading of the craft, of 
course, will mean’ its demolition.

He believes 
Bethmana Hollweg disapproved at heart of the policy lead- 
jag to the outbreak of war. Lord’ Haldane concludes that 
Germany lies prostrate, not dead and we must prepare 
by study and organisation against her competition in scien- 
tific industry. She will not attempt for generations to rebuild 
on military foundations but there are other fields of activity. 
He opines the people of both the United States and through- 
out the Empire are coming to realise this,

AN IMPORTANT

Sir Charles Parsons in an 
address before the British Asso- 
ciation estimated that the water 
power of the world was some.

Powell, A. MW. Inst. CE. F.RGS., 
who has designed a practical 
solution .of Shanghai's harbour 


difficulties, and whose design for]:, 


a harbour at Yangtsze Cape is 
being investigated, we are in- 
debted forthe notes upon which 
the following article is based. He 
has examined the possibility of 
improving the navigation of the 
upper Yangtsze River and its 
potential water power, and his 
notes are «based upon those 
investigations: 

The upper Yangtsze, between 
TIehang and Chungking, is 400 
miles long. In that distance 
there are 35 rapids and there is a 
difference in height above sea 
level of 476 feet, Chungking being 
610 ft., and Ichang 134 ft. above 
sea level. In other words, the 
river between these two places is 
endeavouring to create a slope of 
one foot in every 4.450 ft., about 
twice as steep as any ordinary 
‘river. The slope in the actual 
bed of the river of course, 
varies considerably. In fact it is 
a series of pockets, in some of 
which there is a depth of over 
200 ft., the sides of these pockets 
being the ridges where the rapids 
occur, and the narrows or gorges 
where the river is natrowed down 
by the precipices through which 
it has eaten its way. There is a 
very good reason for this, not 
solely on account of the huge 
quantities of water that pass this 
way, butalso by reason of the 
fact thas the, Icbaug Geoge its 
the only water outlet for 
the huge Szechuan plain. 
which was, formerly an 
inland sea with a discharge 
of flood water over the compara- 
tively low hills south of Yun- 
vangfu.'a city in. the northwest 
corner of Hupeh. situated"on the

Senator said that with the sign- 
ing of the armistice “we had 
achieved the full purpose for 
which we entered the war" and 
should have’ “quit the war as we 
entered it, still free and independ. 
ent masters of our own destiny.” 
Sénator Knox paid a tribute to 
the service rendered the nation 
by citizens of German ancestry, 
who fought gladly. he said, in the 
hope that their Kinsmen in Ger- 
many would benefit in the end. 
Instead, he said, peace conditions 
had been imposed which the 
German people never could cul fil. 

Calling attention to the fact 
that Russia’was not included in 
the peace settlement. he con- 
tinued: ’ 

“Think you Germany—smart- 
ing and staggering under the 
terms of this treaty —wiil sapinely 
rest content with the dole of 
grace and sufferance we are 
vouchsafing her, the crumbs from 

er, victors’ tabla? That people 
Will no more cease to plot and 
plan to recover their former 
high estate than did Satan 
plunged into the abysmal depths 
of hell. Whether they are in the 
League, if formed, or out of it, 
Germany’s agents, secretly or 
openly, will be at work with her 


Russia, and with Japan, As 
Russia goes, so will go the whole 
Slavic and affiliated peoples. And 
if Germany succeed in this West- 
ern Europe at least must perish.” 

Stripped of its idealistic phrases, 
Mr. Knox said, the treaty really 
was but an alliance among five 
great Powers, against whom Ger- 
many would try to bring .a 
stronger alliance. The real in- 
terest of France, he said, wasin 
gaining the friendship and not 
the enmity of the German people. 

“ Phe instrument before us,” he 
said, “is not the treaty but the 
truce of Versailles. 

“It takes Germany's territory, 
European “and foreign, without 
compensation: it takes from her 
practically all of her ocean ship- 
ping and a large portion of 
her inland ~ vessels; it de- 
‘prives her of all special benefits 
of treaties and conventions: it 
takes hercables ; it compels her to 
supply large quantities of raw 
materials; it internationalizes her 
great river systems ard throws 
them open to traffic of all nations 
on a national basis, as if ther 
were the high seas; it-opens her 
coastwise shipping to all nations; 
it compels her to -grant oex- 
ceptional import and export 
privileges and to accept im- 
portant restrictions :it closes 
out German interests in prac- 
tically the’ whole civilized world; 
it closes out the interests of that 
same world in Germany. 

“Having -done’ all this, ‘it 
assesses aga‘nst her provisionally, 
with astipulation permitting an 
jucrease, a:debt of 120,0 0,000,000

INTERESTING PARIS 
FIGURES. . : 


For the first time 1914 the births 
in Paris for the week ending 
August 9 exceed the deaths. 
There were 658 ehildren boro 
alive (32 boys and 337 girls), of 


| whom 423 were legitimate and 235 


illegitimate. This is equivalent 
tO an annual birth-rate o' 11.84 
per 1,000 on. the Parisian popula- 
tion at the last census (1911), 
which is now increased in spite of 
the large excess of deaths over 
births duringthe war, The number 
of deaths was 689,39 fewer than 
ahe average for the time of year. 
dnd equivalent to an annual 
te ath-rate of 11.16 per 1,000 on 
the population of 1911. The pro- 
portion of illegitimate” children 
born—85.7 ._per cent—was above 
the average, which is about 30 
per cent in Paris. 


It will be noticed that more 
girls were barn than boys. Asa 


|} rule more boys than girls are born 


everywhere, andin England the 
excess of male children has in- 
creased of late, a circumstance 
which has been somewhat rashly 
attributed to the war. Jast year 
the birth-rate in the whole 
department of the Seine (Paris 
aud its suburbs) was 11,4 per 1,000 
on the population of 1911, but it 
-was lowerin Paris itself. In 1911 
the birth-rate in the whole 
department of the Seine was 17.7 
per 1,000.
